Dear Mr. Osler;- 


“fe Ontario Medical Act- 


I undérstam the purpose of this Act is to give 
reciprocity in practice between Physicians in Ontario and those 
of the rest of the Empire- that is absolnte recivrocity on the 
basis of "Register" for "Register". It may be that the Ontario 
Medical Council do not propose to go that far for those outside 
of Great Britain. On the other hand the question has been raised 
in the House as to whether or not the Act as introduced accomplishes 
anything and upon my recollection of the original Act as I heard it 
read I am not at all clear as to what additional reciprocity or 
powers this Act gives. 

fhe point raised is that the Medical Council may 
by rules, regulstions and conditions prevent all reciprocity. 
I will be glad to heave a memo from you that I may 


use in the House if these questions are raised.
